The Commissioner brought in the 
following report: oar 
The-Council, City of Red Deer.

It is; alleged. by. the. prosecution. that 
operations have been carried on quite 
extensively; that ‘horses that. have 
disappeared’ from Gadsby have ‘been 
recovered in the vicinity of the Shear- 
er farm near Markerville,: and, .as‘in 
thise ‘case, horses have gone from 
Markerville. to Gadsby, The two 
mares ‘in question belonged to the 
Thoriaksons, father and son, of Mar- 
kerville.’ It is alleged: that they were 
taken to Ira Shearer’s place in the 
vicinity of Gadsby and rebranded. One 
of the horses was sold to Sam Potter, 
a neighbor of Shearer’s, the -other 
was turned loose, but unfortunately 
found its way into pound and was ad- 
vertised in the Gazette. The sus- 
Picions of the police were aroused 
and investigation followed. Charges 
have been made against Shearer Bros. 
of being implicated in the working of 
the system. The matter is to be air- 
ed further at the sitting of the Su- 
preme Court in Stettler in March. 

Th evidence was very conflicting. 
The witnesses for the prosecution 
were mostly members of the Alberta 
Provincial Police Force. The wit- 


nesses for the defence were nearly all| 


members of the Shearer family, Ira, 
his‘ wife, and two brothers. Shearer 
claimed that the horses in question 
had been bought from the McKnights, 
whom the police are looking for on 
similar. charges, but do not seem to 
be able to locate. Ira claimed to have 
had a bill of sale from the McKnighis 
covering these horses, and to have 
given this bill of sale to the police at 
the time of his arrest. The police dis- 
claim any knowledge of this bill or of 
ever receiving it. A great deal of the 
arguments in the _ case © centred 
around this point, the absence of the 
McKnights complicating the situation. 

A great deal of the time of the court 
was taken up in cleaning dirtv: ;inen 
and discussing a lot of evidence which 
the court held to be irrelevant. The 
Provincial Police were charged. with 
practising third degree methods on 
one of the Shearer boys while he was 
being held: in the barracks at Red 
Deer, A statement was produced in 
court, signed by the boy in question, 
which he claimed he was compelled 
to sign under extreme pressure, with- 
out knowing what it contained. The 
polide, one and all, denied the charge, 
‘a 
was irrelevant to the case in hand, 
anyway. 

The weakness of the case for the 
prosecution lay in the fact that it was 
not shown where anyone had seen 
Shearer take the -horses or under 
whose care they had found their way 
from Markerville to Gadsby. 

In his address to the jury, A. H. 
Russell, K.C., counsel for the defence, 
made an impassioned plea,on behalf 
of the accused, claiming that he had 
been robbed of his defence by the pol- 
ice in the suppression of the bill of 
sale from the McKnights, and also 
claiming: that the evidence of the 
Shearers was entirely corroborative. 

Mr. McDonald, of Edmonton, who 
was assisting J. Quigg, crown prose- 
cutor, gave the address for the prose- 
‘cution. He argued that the Shearer 
evidence was a fabrication and a 
forgery. He had never seen a case 
in whica the evidence was as directly 
contradictory on the whole, as__ be- 
tween prcsecution and defence. If 
the police were guilty of the acts that 
the defence claimed, they should be 
dismissed from the force. He argued, 
however, that the charge against the 
police vas a complete fabrication. 

Justice Ives in his charge to the 
jury referred to the institution of trial 
by jury as one of our greatest victor- 
ies for democracy in the history of 
the world, and declared that it was to 
retain the right of trial by jury and 
similar institutions that our soldiers 
had fought in the great war. He 
charged them that they must give 
their verdict on the evidence given; 
that they must not let any prejudices 
or anything outside of the sworn evi- 
dence influence them. ‘They must 
decide according to their conception 
of the veracity of the witnesses and 
the facts as presented. 

After some eleven and , one-half 
hours’ confinement in the jury room. 
the jurors decided that it was impos- 
sible for them to agree on a verdict, 
some favoring conviction while others 
claimed that the evidence was not 
sufficient to convict. It is some time 
since a jury has disagreed on a case 
in Red Deer. It is certain that a 
great deal of interest will centre 
around the future of the Shearer cas- 
es in both Stettler and Red Deer. 

The jury was composed of S. Blake- 
ley, P. Pidgeon, Jas. Jarvis, R. B. 
Woodsworth, A. B. Nash and D. Be- 
thune.

Calgary Fair will 
be held June 30th to July 8th; Edmon- 
ton, July 11th to 16th, Red Deer fol- 
lowing with three full days’ program, 
July 18th, 19th and 20th, nearly a 
week later than last year. 


In “A” circuit, Saskatoon, Brandon - 


and Regina will follow Edmonton in 
the order named. -In “B” circuit, 
Estevan, Weyburn and Swift Current 
will precede Red Deer,while ‘Camrose, 
Lloydminster, North Battleford, Prince 
ee Yorkton and Melfort will fol- 
ow. 

President Bjorkeland seems to be 
Particularly well pleased with the 
prospect for platform attractions and 
midway. The “B” circuit contract 
‘was awarded to the Greater Sheesley 
Shows, of which Mr. Rice is the 
manager, with Oshawa, Ont., as their 
headquarters. This is a purely Cana- 
dian organization, and according to 
advance notices is the cleanest, most 
moral and up-to-date midway on the 
road. They carry merry-go-round, 
whip, Ferris wheel, Venetian swing 
and aeroplane swing; a real animal 
show, with lions, tigers, etc.; a water 
show, with a large tank holding sev- 
eral thousand gallons of water; also 
Pit Show, Bug House, Auto Drome, 
Over the Waves Midgets, a specially 
good athletic show, monkey show and 
My Lady’s Fan, said ‘to be a really 
Forgeous ang costly equipment. There 
is no exclusive concession contract, 
but each application will be dealt 
with on its merits. 

The platform attractions will con- 
sist of acrobatic, animal and clown 
circus stunts, with full particulars 
later. 

There are indications that the Fair 
business as a whole is urmlergoing a 
change, which will necessarily be 
gradual. Fairs cannot eliminate the 
midway at a single stroke unless the 
cities will undertake to guarantee the 
Fair Boards against financial loss. 
The Agricultural Fair does a good 
community service, involving a huge 
amount of volunteer work. It would 
seem that those who would reform ob- 
jectionable features of the Fair can 


do their best work by putting their 


shoulders to the wheel and giving the 
directors the support that will en- 
able them to emphasize the purely 
educational features of the Fair with- 
out being compelled to constantly 
worry over their financial require- 
ments.

In the midst of the city of Mont- 
real, half-way between the uptown 
and downtown business districts, on 
the corner of two of the best resi- 
dental streets, there stands, sur- 
rounded by large shade-trees, a sub- 
stantial and comfortable old-fashion- 
ed stone dwelling-house. On one 
of the pillats of the wide hospitable 
looking entrance is a brass plate 
annauncing the house to be Dor- 
chester House, the Canadi&n Wo- 
men’s Hostel of Montreal. 

This house is the Montreal head- 
quarters of the association, which 
with the aid of the Government has 
undertaken to provide a welcome for 
the women of the old lands coming 
to make their homes in Canada, no 
matter what may be their nation- 
ality or religion. The house stands 
for a welcome to these women from 
beyond the sea, but it also stands 
for many other things, such as 
safety for even the most inexperi- 
enced traveller, kindliness and as- 
sistance during the first days of 
natural bewilderment in strange sur- 
roundings,- employment for those 
seeking work, and a friendly head- 
quarters until the stranger feels her- 
self firmly established in the new 
land. 

During the five years the associa- 
tion has been in existence the hostel 
has proved a‘boon and its workers 
have befriended thousands of girls 
and women from the old lands. Since 
the removal in May, 1920, of the 
hostel to Dorchester House, its pres- 
ent beautiful and spacious quarters, 
the promoters of the work have been 
enabled: more than ever to provide 
a veritable “home from home” for 
the girls and women newly arrived 
in Canada. 

Montreal, a port city in summer 
and the great railway terminus of 
the east at all seasons, forms a sort 
of gate-way to all parts of the 
Dominion west of the Maritime Pro- 
vinces. Thus the functions of the 
hostel include the entertaining for 
a few hours of rest, of trave'lers 
poune for the distant west of Can. 
ada. : 

An explanation of the methods of 
work of the hostel shows how every 
precaution is taken for the saret: 
and comfort of the travellers. Be- 
fore the boat arrives in dock vo. 
the boat train is due at the station 
the name of every unaccompanied 
wonan and girl on the boat has been 
received at the hostel. The deacon- 
nesses of Dorchester Mouse meet the 
boats and trains no matter at what 
hour they may arrive. The gir!s 
can identify them by means of a 
purple badge worn on the arm, and 
may be provided themselves with a 
small purple button by the imimigra- 
tion authorities.

A casual visit to Dorchester House 
at any hour of the day or evening 
impresses the visitor that the house 
lives in every way up to its motto of 
a “home from home.” The girls 
who have once.had a taste of its 
hospitalities never tail, if in the vity, 
to keep in close touch with its good 
times. There is no trace of “institu- 
tion’ about the home where'the girls 
go and come in the freest possidle 
manner under the kindly supervision 
of the: Lady Superintendent who 
‘oon becomes also their mother-con- 
‘essor and best friend in the coun- 
try. The big lofty rooms are fur- 
nishcd with artistic yet homely taste, 
and the girls’ own siltting-room, with 
big chairs and couches and a piano, 
is an ideal spot for friendiy gather- 
ings and jolly afternoons and even- 
ings. 

During the year of 1920 about 
1,400 women and girls from the old 
land were entertzined in some way 
by the hostel. Many of the girls 
came to Montreal without prospect 
of work, without connections or even 
acquaintances in this country. The 
employment bureau of the hostel 
found positions for those wishing to 
reinnin in Montreal without charge 
fa them, and efterwards kept in 
touch with them to see that they 
were happy and contented and had 
met with fair treatment.

people with a glimpse of faces from 
“over there.” This is where Dor- 
chester House again steps in. The 
house is open to the girls aj all 
times and they may obtain any one 
of the’ three meals a day for the 
small charge of a shilling, a quarter 
in Canadian Money. The use 6f the 
recreation rooms is entirely free of 
charge. There is never a day goes 
by that the girls do not drop,in for 
tea and a visit. Thursday afternoons 
and’ evenings are gala occasions 
every week, for Thursday is a half- 
holiday for the domestics in most 
Canadian homes. The girls come to 
tea alone or in groups, and the meal 
is not well over when the rugs are 
rolled back from the sitting-room 
floor and a dance is in full swing. 

At all times the girls send their 
parcels, and get their mail at Dor- 
chester House, and come with their 
troubles and sometimes “bring a 
grouch and leave without it,” in the 
words of the Lady Superintendent. 
In cases of illness the hostel ar- 
ranges for the girls entering a hos- 
pital if necessary, and if a rest is 
all that is required the patient csr 
arrange to stay at the hostel. At 
the Christmas season holiday feasts 
at Dorchester House are the order 
of the day. Several of the city 
churches, as well as the hostel 
authorities, provide entertainments 
for the girls, and sometimes from 
150 to 200 guests attend these 
parties. 

During the summer of _1920 
“Cunid” made of Dorchester House 
his Canadian headquarters for a few 
weeks. In one week five weddings 
took place in the parlor of the hostel. 
The brides who had come over to 
marry their boys were met by the 
Deaconesses and brought to Dor- 
chester House, where the marriage 
was solemnized, and a little wedding 
tea-party given to celebrate the oc- 
casion after which the pnir were 
given.a send-off to their new home, 
ustally in the far distant west. 

At Christmas, 1920, cards and Iet- 
ters poured in from all parts of Care 
ada to Dorchester House, Montrea?, 
from grateful girls.

WARNING 


Ex-President Poincare 

The day will come, when, thanks 
to Allied weakness and complaisance, 
Germany will once more rebuild her 
army and when the Allies will be 
obliged to take seriously the threats 
they are ignoring today. The lesson 
of German bad _ faith makes it 
necessary for the Allies to seek to re- 
tain the Inter-Allied Commissions of 
Control, which granted German good 


faith, should have disappeared as 
soon as the military, aeronautical, 
and naval clauses of the Treaty of 


Versailles had been executed. This 
is what'Is going to happen. As soon 
as our backs are turned the Einwohn- 
erwehr and the Sicherheitspolezol, the 
connexion of which with the Reich- 
swehr has been shown by the Inter- 
Allied Commisisons, will be reconsti- 
tuted. Hidden arms will be brought 
from their hiding places «and the 
Treaty will be openly violated. Since 
Germany has, since June, 1919, given 
so many proofs of bad faith, although 
we have always been so indulgent to- 
wards her, can we not at least tell her 
that the Commisisons of Control will 
continue to carry out their duties un- 
til we are certain that German dis- 
armament has been sincerely and fin- 
ally carried out? Will justice forever 
sleep the sleep of the just?

Tia Juana is an old Mexican village, 
and might have remained an old Mexi- 
can village had it not been for the re- 
form wave in the United States. Then 
it occurred to several Americans who 
have made a sleek living for years by 
catering to the vices and weaknesses 
of their fellow creatures, that there 
were great opportunities to be exploit- 
ed in Mexico. Their first step, prob- 
ably, was to fix somebody; their next 
to get concessions for gambling privi- 
leges and to build a race track, which 
is said to have cost a million dollars, 
and whose Winter race meeting is pre- 
sided over this year by Mr. Frank 
Nelson, formerly sporting editor of 
»the Toronto Globe, and a racing official 
of high standing. The betting is car- 
ried on by the mutuels. It is said 
that Governor Cantu, of Lower Cali- 
fornia, receives a rake-off of $165,000 
a month for the various gambling 
privileges, and since it has been esti- 
mated that the gamblers make many 
millions a year, this split, which 
probably {s shared with other govern- 
metit officials, is reasonable. 


WIDE OPEN 

Tia Juana, as described by a _ cor- 
respondent of the New York Herald 
who visited it recently, is like a typi- 
cal bad western town of a generation 
ago. Its reason for existence is to 
provide liquor, gambling facilities and 
the paraphernalia of vice to the 
wealthy Americans. The two chief 
features are the gambling casino and 
the race track, owned by those well 
known philanthropists, Jim Coffroth, 
“Boose” Bayers and “Baron’”’ Long. 
There are also many small _ saloons, 
with dance halls and waiting dancers 
in the rear. There is no color line in 
Tia Juana, and Jack Johnson operated 
a popular saloon there for some time 
previous to surrendering himself to 
the American Government to serve a 
prison sentence for white slavery. 
Chinamen, Negroes, Mexicans,  I[n- 
dians and Americans, as well as vis- 
{tors from other lands, throng the 
streets of Tia Juana in the afternoons 
and evenings. As a rule they do not 
stay late at night, unless they have be- 
come incapacitated. 

UNFAIR GAMBLING 

The Herald correspondent, who ap- 
pears to have a guilty knowledge of 
gambling devices, says that most of 
the machines are operated too strong- 
ly in the interests of the operators to 
give the speculators a run for their 


money. Americans left a million dol- 
lars in these resorts last Independ- 
ence Day. The Casino bar is a long 
one, and all sorts of alcoholic drinks 
are to be had. The price of all sorts 


of brands never heard of before pro- 
hibition, is 25¢ each; better known 
varieties are sold at three for a dol- 
lar, and for the same price the bar- 
tender, if he knows you, will reach un- 
der the counter and produce the sort 
that was to be had fn clubs and the 
best hotels a few years ugo. Women 
stand side by side with men and 
drink at the bars, though most of 
them appear to be more interested in 
the games of chance. 
REFORMERS ARE BUSY 

Naturally the conditions at Tia 
Juana have not escaped the attention 
of American reformers. The United 
States can hardly interfere openly in 
matters that are the concern of

he returns. In Mexico itself there is 
no public opinion against any, of the 
forms of dissipation that shock 
Americans, and since there is {mpor- 
tant revenue to be derived from them 
it seems probable that they will con- 
tinue to flourish.

THE WEEKLY SERMON 


By Rev. G. D. Armstrong 


And Jesus when Hecame out, saw 
much peopie and was moved wth com- 
passion toward them, because they 
were as sheep not having a shepherd; 
And he began to teach them many 
things.—Mark 6:34. 


Our text gives us a glimpse into the 
inner life of Jesus. For a moment we 
see Him, with the throng pressing 
eagerly about Him, giving Him no 
leisure even to eat. Then suddenly 
He withdraws from the crowd, seeking 
refuge in solitude; seeking rest for 
body and mind in 3eclusion and in fhe 
companionship of those who were in 
the inner circle of His life, those who 
were truly His disciples and friends. 
How often we have shared His ex- 
perience! Who has not felt the pres- 
ence of the crowd irksome? There is 
a pleasure in the pathless woods—a 
harmony to be found only In solitude, 
“by the deép sea with music in Its 
roar.’ 

“Long ago was I weary of voices 
Whose music my heart could not win; 
Long ago wag I weary of noises 
That fretted my soul with their din; 
Long ago was I weary of places 
Where I met but the human and sin.” 
How often have we felt if we had as 
an inalienable possession a few real 
true friends—the world might take its 
course. What do we care? Why 
should we? 

The crowd that followed Jesus 
however did so with hearts throbbing 
with a strange unrest. Many and 
varied were their emotions and their 
motives idle curiosity, political ambi- 
tion, soul hunger, spiritual aspiration, 
moved at the influence of His per- 
sonality and they would not leave Him 
alone. They followeq Him and He did 
not turn from them in disdain, in 
anger or in indifference. Rather His 
soul responded to their need. He had 
compassion upon them. The influence 
of people upon us is an index to our 
character. Do we think of them as 
sheep, to be fleeced, or as lambs to be 
cared for and shepheyded,? Are we 
asking what can we get out of the 
world, or what can we put into it? Are 
we erecting barriers against our fel- 
low men, barriers that will sharply 
divide them from us and leave us and 
them independent, or are we project- 
ing ourselves into their lives? 

Do we suffer with people? Are we 
interested in them? Have we a sense 
of kinship with the Master as He | 
looks out upon the groping throng and , 
thinks of them as souls to be nurtured | 
and protected and led. The soul of | 
the Master is stirred by the presence: 
of the crowd. He whose custom it 
was to go apart from human kind to 
pray in solitude with the Father and 
to find in human loneliness a sense of 
divine companionship, is most re- 
snonsive to human need and eagerly 
waits to give to the sons of men the 
wealth of his enlightened mind, the 
strength of his deeply spiritual nature. 
And so “He taught them many 
things.’ Out of the rich treasury of 
the past, He gathered the truth that 
had sustained men's lives in time of 
need, the wisdom that had guided 
them in many a period of crisis, temp- 
tation and strain. Knowing men as 
they were, He ministered unto their 
real needs. Seeing life clearly and 
seeing it whole, He guided the people 
ot His day in the clear white light of 
reason, of wisdom, in the pathway of 
duty—on the long road that leads 
upward to the “plains of peace.” 

The great mission of the followers 
of Jesus today is to walk truly in His 
way. The ways of Ife are overcloud- 
ed and the future hidden in mists of 
uncertainty. The din of warring cries 
of selfishness is giving even to the 
stolid a sense of fear. With a great 
sense of finite helplessness, pious 
souls are awaiting a miraculous inter- 
vention, which cannot, will not, come. 
The age calls for a ministry of 
teaching by men who have seen the 
Light. The age calls for a spirit of 
enquiry and of reverent faith—minds 
that are eager to learn and hearts 
that are ready to obey. Sad, indeed, 
if in this time we should be over- 
whelmed by a panic of fear or huddle 
together In a night of doubt. Well for 
us {f we shall understand the gospel 
of the Master, “IT am the way, the

“TEACHERS SALARIES 


pear Mr. Editor:— 


In your issue’ of January 19th, I 
noticed a communication signed H. M. 
and headeq ‘Teachers’ Salaries,” in 
which there are a number of mislead- 
ing assumptions in regard to the 
teachers’ work and salary, and it may 
be well to correct a few of the errors. 

Your correspondent takes care to 
compare the teacher’ 8, Salary of this 
year with that ofa year ago and not 
with that of 1914 or earlier. But what 
are the facts? In 1914, rural teachers 
were getting from $600 to $900 a year, 
and, while other occupations doubled 
and trebled, the teacher's salary in- 
creased about one-third. All this 
time the value of the dollar has been 
depreciating, so that today it will not 
bring one half what it did in 1915, On 
the other hand the income of the peo- 
ple who pay the salaries was from 
two to three times their incomes in 
1915. Take only two of the items 
which go to make up the income of 
the rural poulation. Wheat increased.,, 
from 90 cents to $2.25 and pork from 
6 cents to 20 cents. Do you wonder 
that teachers found it necessary to 
unite in the demand to get a_ living 
salary? 

Your correspondent; is~ doubtless 
looking into the future -when he claims 
that a teacher can live much cheaper 
now than last year. I have been 
around a little this winter and I 
have not found any signs of lower 
prices for board, and, as to clothes, 
a suit that could be bought for from 
$18 to $25 in 1915 will cost from $50 
to $60 even at the much advertised 
bargain sales today.

‘QUEBEC LIQUOR: 
-LEGISLATION IS 
~ NOW OUTLINED 


Commission of Three Wi!l Handle En- 
tire Control of Business on May 1.‘ 


Quebec, January 27.—Premier 
Tescherau outlined the proposed new 
legislation in regard to the sale of 
liquor in the province’ of Quebec at 
a caucus of government supporters, 
Wednesday. He announced that a 
committee of three members, will be 
appointeq by an order-in-council to 
handle the whole liquor business. The 
head office will be in Montreal, 

Mr. Tescheran said liquor would 
be sold in retail government depots, 
but only one bottle at a time with 
| certain provisions governing the prite. 
In the city of Montreal there would be 
one depot for every 50,000 inhabi- 
tants, while in Quebec there will be 
one for every 40,000. 

In’ the depots, wine will he sold by 
the bottle, and in hotels having :nore 
than 100 bedrooms, by the glass be- 
tween 6 a.m. and § p.m. Certain. ner- 
mits may be obtained for extended 
hours in the case of banquets. Brew- 
ers are authorized to sell bezr to 
parties licensed by the commission, 
but must pay a tax of $1,000 zor every 
brewing establishment, as well as 
five per cent. of the amount of their 
sales each month. Special provisions 
are made for liquors in regard to 
mining districts. 

The measure will be enforced on 
the Ist of May next, and _ present 
authorized vendors are ordered to 
| give a full report of the liquor they 
,; have in stock by the 13th of April.

G. _H. Sanford, the experimentalist 
who “had conducted the experiments 
in potato culture last year, in outlin- 
ing some of the work accomplished 
so far, said that maps and charts had 
been prepared and the results would 
be explained in deatail at the potato 
conference which would be held at the 
University, February! 8-11. 

The experiments were conducted 
on eight different farms and this made 
the results, of much more value than 
if they had been conducted on ona 
farm. In the variety tests the aver- 
ages of the results on the eight farms 
under as many different sets of con- 
ditions was quite equal to conducting 
the same experiment on one farm for 
eight years - 

The results of these tests indicated 
that the Irish Cobbler was the highest 
yielder of all the varieties tested and 
this information, the speaker said, if 
no ‘other experimeiital results had 
been obtained, would justify the 
work that had been conducte last 


year. 

High. yields, Mr. Sanford remarked, 
were not always an indication of the 
best variety. The mdrket demand in 
the majority of cases would be the 
determining factor. The Irish Cob- 
bler in the cooking had scored second 
highest of all varieties tested and was 
considered a potato of fairly good 
quality in the markets. : .
